Thank you for your letter of August 20 concerning the CIA 
Atlases which we acquired through the GPO and subsequently 
published for the trade. To bring you up to dale on the two 
publications : 

1. We produced 15, 000 copies (12, 000 paperback - 
3, 000 hardback) of the China Atlas and they are now out of 
print. We added 8 pp of International Atlas maps. No 
current plans to reprint . 

2. On the Middle East Atlas, we produced 15, 000 copies 
(10, 000 paperback - 5, 000 hardback) and. there are still about 
5, 000 in inventory. Reprint doubtful. We added. $8, 000. 00 

of creative material? to this publication. 

All of us at Rand McNally were pleased and proud to have had 
the opportunity to present this material to the public and hope 
that in the future you will make available other CIA materials 
for publication in the private sector. As you probably noticed, 
we did credit the U. S. Government in our printings but 
failed to mention the CIA specifically. In any future publica- 
tions, be they reprints of the above mentioned products or new 
publications that have been initially developed by the CIA, we 
will be happy to credit the CIA for such works. 

Are there any new publications which you are currently working 
on that we should be aware of and, if so, is there any help or 
material that we could provide which would enhance your pub- 
lication ?

Dear Mr. McNally: 

It has recently been brought to my attention that over the 
past several years Rand McNally has reproduced our Peoples 
Republic of China Atlas and parts of our Atlas: Issues in the 
Middle East from plates purchased from the Government Printing 
Office. Knowing the high quality of your own cartographic 
products, we took some satisfaction in the fact that you felt 
our materials were worthy of dissemination under your logo. 

As you may be aware, we here at CIA - particularly since I 
became the Director - have been making a concerted effort to 
share our expertise and information with the "outside" world. 

I, therefore, have no problem with your using our materials, and 
I understand that once our publications are issued by the GPO 
they become part of the public domain. May I, however, request 
that you acknowledge our authorship when you issue them separately. 
We are proud of our scholarship and our design capabilities and, 
like all craftsmen, would appreciate receiving proper credit for 
our work. 

Again, may I stress that I make this request on an informal 
basis. You, I am informed, have the legal right to refuse and I 
do not dispute this right. Rather it is in the spirit of the 
professional cooperation that 1 understand already exists between 
our two organizations that I make this request. It may be too 
late for such attribution for previously published atlases, but 
we have others underway which I am sure you will find of interest
